NACIONAL RUNS TWO-COLUMN PHOTO PRESS CONFERENCE WITH THREE-DECK 
HEAD: "ROSALYNN CARTER BEFORE THE JOURNALISTS - PRESIDENT 
CARTER WILL WORK FOR REVISION OF DISCRIMINATORY CLAUSE 
AGAINST VENEZUELA AND ECUADOR." TWO-THIRDS OF SECOND SECTION 
FRONTPAGE DEVOTED TO MRS. CARTER. FOUR PHOTOS ACCOMPANY 
STORY ON HER MEETINGS WITH PRESIDENT'S WIFE AND SOCIAL

2. TODAY'S ENGLISH LANGUAGE DAILY JOURNAL RUNS EDITORIAL 
FAULTING AMERICAN PRESS FOR THEIR PERFORMANCE DURING PRESS 
CONFERENCE WITH PRESIDENT PEREZ. EXCEPTS FOLLOWS: "WHEN 
PRESIDENT CARLOS ANDRES PEREZ HELD A SPECIAL PRESS CONFERENCE 
FRIDAY NIGHT TO ACCOMMODATE THE NEWSMEN - ACTUALLY MOST OF 
THEM ARE NEWSWOMEN - ACCOMPANYING ROSALYNN CARTER ON HER 
VISIT, VERY FEW QUESTIONS WERE ASKED. THE PRESIDENT TOOK THIS
